Actu al work of dismantling 
equ ipment of th e Indianapolis 
and Sou th eastern railroad will 
begin Wednesday , it was an­ 
nou nced h ere today . 
A “dinkey " steam locomotiv e 
arriv ed h ere late Monday ov er 
th e Nickle Plate from Gary and 
was transferred to th e traction 
company ’s car sh ops, wh ere it 
was being pu t in sh ape today , 
ready for work Wednesday . 
Th e equ ipment h as been sold 
by th e traction company to an 
ou tside concern. Th e rails and 
equ ipment for th e trackage were 
sold, laid down, it was stated, 
so th at th e contractors are being 
requ ired to tear it u p and sh ip 
it. Th e rails, for th e most part, 
it is said, are to be sh ipped to 
th e Gary steel mills. 
Th e steam engine and a crew 
cf workmen, will be in Conners- 
v ille th is week tearing u p th e 
rails, and th ey will be loaded on 
cars ready for sh ipment. Th e 
traction m aintains connections 
h ere with th e B. & O. so th at 
transfers can be made each day .

Indianapolis, Jan. 19 (A.P.) — 
Pau l Ulman, assistant state en­ 
tomologist, said today th at th e 
Eu ropean 
corn 
borer, 
wh ich 
made its appearance as a farm 
pest in Indiana in 1926 follow­ 
ing migration from Mich igan, is 
rapidly reach ing th e stage wh ere 
h eav y commercial damage may 
be ex pected. 
Ulman is in ch arge of th e di­ 
v ision’s laboratory at Au bu rn. 
His prediction is made in th e 
annu al report for th e depart­ 
ment filed with th e state con­ 
serv ation commission by Frank 
N. Wallace, state entomologist. 
Ulman’s dedu ction of th e se­ 
riou sness of th e pest is based on 
its annu al spread, records of 
wh ich are carefu lly compiled 
following scou t work each su m­ 
mer. Elev en cou nties, with 3G 
townsh ips were added to th e list 
of known infested territories th e 
last y ear. 
Wh en th e borer was discov ered 
in Indiana in 1926, it was fou nd 
in forty townsh ips in six cou n­ 
ties of th e north eastern tier ad­ 
joining Mich igan and Oh io. In 
1927 it h ad spread to 91 mere 
townsh ips 
in

Th e blind tou rney , h eld at 
Sh elby v ille Satu rday , was not a 
v ery large financial making pro­ 
position, according to th e de­ 
tailed report receiv ed by local 
sch ool officials. 
Th e tou rney h ad a balance of 
$49.94 after all ex penses h ad 
been paid, and th is was div ided 
among th e fou r sch ools taking 
pa r t — Ru sh v ille, 
Greenfield, 
Rich mond and Sh elby v ille—m ak­ 
ing $12.49 to each sch ool. 
Th e ex pen$e accou nt inclu ded 
transportation for th e teams, as 
follows: Rich mond $56; 
Green 
field $17 .60 and Ru sh v ille $20.16. 
By getting ex pense money for 
transportation, 
Ru sh v ille 
re­ 
ceiv ed a total of $32.65. 
Th e 
total receipts for 
th e 
tou rney were $420.7 0 wh ich in­ 
clu ded season tickets and gen­ 
eral admission sales. Last y ear 
th e tou rney was h eld in Ru sh ­ 
v ille and th e receipts were $566. 
Last y ear each team taking 
part in th e tou rney h ere re­ 
ceiv ed $32.7 7 in addition to th eir 
transportation.

Members of th e Ru sh cou nty 
free fair board, meeting in spec­ 
ial session at th e cou rt h ou se 
h ere last nigh t, decided to place 
responsibility for th e fu tu re of 
th e annu al ex position squ arely 
u pon 
th e cou nty cou ncil 
and 
cou nty commissioners. 
A resolu tion, adopted u nani­ 
mou sly by members of th e fair 
board in attendance at th e ses­ 
sion, placed th e board on record 
as fav oring th e circu lation of a 
petition calling u pon th e cou ncil 
and commissioners to appropri­ 
ate $2,000 to finance th e 1932 
fair. 
Au th ority for th e action, mem­ 
bers of th e board said, was an 
act of th e 1927 general assembly , 
requ iring th e cou nty cou ncil and 
commissioners 
to 
appropriate 
money for fairs u pon presenta­ 
tion of a petition signed by 25 
tax pay ers from a majority of th e 
townsh ips of any cou nty . 
Th e fair officials said th ey 
wou ld present th e requ ired peti­ 
tion to th e cou nty boards and 
th at if th e appropriation was 
not forth coming, plans for th is 
y ear’s fair wou ld be abandoned 
by th em. Th ey said th ey wou ld 
not resort to th e cou rts to ob­ 
tain th e money , th ds placing th e 
fu tu re of th e fair m th e h ands 
of th e cou ncil aqd commission­ 
ers alone. 
Th e board’s action is th e ou t­ 
growth of th e cou ncil’s refu sal 
last September to inclu de in th e 
1932 cou nty bu dget any appro­ 
priation for th e annu al free fair. 
Alth ou gh th e cou ncilmen said 
at th e time th ey eliminated th e 
appropriation as an economy

Two av enu es still remain open 
for th e former Indiana political 
power — fav orable action on a 
petition still pending before th e 
state cou rt th at h e be giv en a 
new trial on th e grou nd th a t h e 
was th reatened with death if h e 
testified at h is trial, and th e 
United States Su preme cou rt.

Steph enson 
wh en informed of th e ru ling said 
th ey wou ld figh t th e case u ntil 
th e end. 
Steph enson was conv icted No­ 
v ember 14, 1925, at Noblesv ille on 
a ch arge of second degree m u r­ 
der. He was accu sed of h av ing 
cau sed th e death of Miss Madge 
Oberh oltzer 
by 
with h olding 
medical attention after sh e h ad 
taken poison in a h otel at Ham­ 
mond. 
Steph enson 
was 
alleged 
to 
h av e abdu cted Miss Oberh oltzer 
and to h av e attacked h er as th ey 
occu pied a drawing room on a 
train between Indianapolis an<j. 
Hammond. 
Miss Oberh oltzer before h er 
death signed a statem ent in 
wh ich sh e declared th at after 
sh e h ad taken th e poison Ste­ 
ph enson brou gh t h er back to In­ 
dianapolis by au tomobile and 
kept h er captiv e in h is garage 
h ere for sev eral day s before tak­ 
ing h er to h er h ome.

Vines, barely 20 and still a stu­ 
dent a t the Univ ersity of South­ 
ern California, waged a sp ectac­ 
ular camp aign th a t brought him 
almost ev ery title of consequence 
on this side, including the na­ 
tional champ ionship and nation­ 
al clay courts.

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THE GREAT LIBERAL 
It seems strange that Oliv er Wend ell Holmes 
shou ld be leav ing the su preme cou rt becau se of 
the failing health that ex treme age has brou ght 
him; for here, if any where, there seemed to be 
one man on whom age had no effect. 
Conserv atism often is the hand m ark of age 
— y et Ju stice Holmes is, and has been for many 
y ears, one of the nation’s foremost liberals. Near­ 
ly 91 y ears old , he has managed to keep what 
many of u s lose before we reach half that age; 
an open, inqu iring mind , a forward -looking a t­ 
titu d e that is ev er read y to hail a new horizon, 
a willingness to recognize change and a d esire 
to meet that change u nhampered by too great 
reliance on the preced ents of the past. 
Cou ld su ch a man be called old ? In y ears, of 
cou rse; he has gone far bey ond the scriptu ral 
allotment of three score and ten. Bu t mentally 
he has been one of the y ou ngest men on the 
bench, and he has giv en the nation’s su preme 
cou rt a trad ition of liberalism that has leav ened 
it for y ears. 
And now he is retiring; and few Americans 
of any time had a finer record of serv ice to look 
back u pon.

It is startling to realize what a long period his 
activ e life spans. He serv ed in the Civ il War, 
seeing mu ch of the hottest fighting of that fear­ 
fu lly sangu inary conflict, and being wou nd ed in 
action three times — near Richmond , at Antie- 
tam and at Fred ericksbu rg. He retu rned to Mas­ 
sachu setts, the d istingu ished son of a d istin­ 
gu ished father, to finish his ed u cation, to teach 
law at Harv ard and to serv e for 20 y ears on his 
state’s su preme cou rt, leav ing it only when Presi­ 
d ent Roosev elt elev ated him to the United States 
su preme bench. 
Few men hav e compiled so bright a record . 
And y et it is not the record alone that has en­ 
d eared him to his cou ntry men. It is a thing 
hard er to d efine, hard er to grasp — a thing that 
is most easily su mmed u p in the ov erworked 
word of ev ery d ay conv ersation as “personality .” 
If is what he is, more than what he has d one, 
that makes his final retirem ent su ch an u n­ 
pleasant bit of news.

FATHER STANDS THE GAFF 
Father, say s a Northwestern Univ ersity pro­ 
fessor who has been looking into the matter, is 
ju st a family football these d ay s. He pay s the 
bills bu t he gets kicked arou nd , and if he’s 
lu cky his child ren tolerate him rather contemp­ 
tu ou sly so that they can hav e an ally when they 
get into a fu ss with mother. 
This sou nd s rather d olefu l, althou gh it isn’t 
especially new. It has serv ed as the basis for 
innu merable jokes on the stage and in the fu nny 
magazines, and the id ea probably occu rred to 
harassed family men away back when the py ra­ 
mid s were being bu ilt. Ev ery time a man arises 
to belabor the y ou nger generation for its flighty 
irrev erence, he probably has something of the 
family football notion in his head . 
So there isn’t, perhaps, mu ch sense in getting 
ex cited abou t it. For it is, and alway s has been, 
u p to father to stand the gaff. T hat’s what he’s 
there for, and if he can’t stand it, it’s ju st too 
bad .

Tha t’s One Thing 
Science Still Is Una ble to Esta blish Definitely 
Althou gh nearly the whole su rface of the globe, inclu d ing both 
poles, has now been reached by ex plorers, there are still three ter­ 
restrial regions in which a great d eal of ex ploring remains to be 
d one. One of these is the interior of the globe, another the bottom 
of the ocean, and a third the u pper lev els of the atmosphere. 
The greatest d istance any hu man being has y et been able to pu t 
between himself and his nativ e planet is less than 10 miles, and 
was less than eight miles before Professor Piccard mad e his re­ 
markable ascent last May .

changes of tem peratu re associ­ 
ated therewith, and which en­ 
joy s a monopoly of storms, or­ 
d inary clou d s, rain, snow and 
other m anifestations that are 
generally classified as “weather.”
